MAJOR SIXTH 


The first group of dots show one way to 
play an F major sixth arpeggio. The po- 
sition of the dots show where to place the 
fingers on the fret board of the guitar. 
The number inside the dot shows which 
finger to use, For the example, arrows 
point to note that will be played by each 
dot. The dots at the bottom of the same 
grid are the same notes of an F major 
sixth chord an octave higher, possible on 
a cutaway guitar, 


5. Now look at the second grid, 
This is an inversion of the 


same arpeggio.

6. Now look at the third grid. This is another inversion. 
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7. The fourth grid gives us our final inversion starting on the fifth string. 
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8. The next page gives us four more inversions of the same F major sixth 
arpeggio but this time starting on the sixth string instead of the fifth. 


9. When one or more notes lie in the dotted line area at the top of the fret 
board, marked on the overlay sheet, these notes are played on the open 
strings of the guitar, 


10. The frets are shown by the numbers along side of the grids, to corre- 
spond with the markings on the guitar at the 3rd, 5th, Tth, 9th, 12th

11, Paper clips may be used to hold the overlay in place if the book is 
placed on a music stand,

FOR THE GUITARIST IN GENERAL 


These arpeggio studies will develop the technique of the left and right hand 
whether played finger-style or pick-style, plus giving a complete knowledge 
of the whole fingerboard. 


FOR THE JAZZ GUITARIST 


Generally, the improvising musician attempts to develop a new melodic line 
superimposed over an existing harmonic background, from either a standard 
tune or an original harmonic pattern, 


There are two ways to approach the problem of improvising. 


1, Horizontally; by developing a new melodic line from a scale that 
"satisfies the sound of the chord, " | 


2. Vertically; by developing a new melodic line from an arpeggio of the 
given chord, 


Since a scale can be extracted from arpeggios and, arpeggios from scales, 
neither approach alone is the "right! way. A combination of both is neces- 
sary. A good melodic line is made up of a combination of scales and arpeg- 
gios. This book will concentrate on the vertical approach (arpeggios). 


Certain chords belong to the same family and can be substituted according to 
the desires of the improvisor. For example; p'th р 755, р9*һ, p13b9 etc. 
These chords and their arpeggios can be interchanged, giving the guitarist 
new resources of sound upon which to draw his improvisations from.
